THAT FRANCHISE. 
It will be noticed by those who 
have 
examined the electric light 
franchise now before the council that 
the price to be charged the con sum 
ers is not specified. 


This is a defect that should be 
remedied. 
T he original Andrews ordinance 
and the Frank ordinance both c o n ­ 
tained a schedule of prices, and the 
lowest 
offered 
should be insisted 
upon by the council. 
Then a provision should be in co r­ 
porated giving the council the right 
to reduce the prices named in the 
ordinance whenever, for any reason, 
those prices become exorbitant. 
These franchises are ail granted 
for a long term of years, and it is 
altogether likely that 
discoveries 
and inventions will soon very greatly 
reduce the cost of production. 
Then, when these defects have 
all 
been 
corrected, 
the 
council 
should advertise the franchise 
in 
the St. Louis and Chicago papers 
for at least four weeks and sell it to 
the highest bidder, req uiring from 
such bidder a good and sufficient 
bond guaranteeing that the provis- 
iot.s will be carried out. 
If the gentlemen really want to 
use the franchise, and really pr o ­ 
pose to reduce prices, they cannot 
reasonably object to binding t he m ­ 
selves to do 80 and giving bond to 
protect the city.

Certainly when two men are com 
peting for the same valuable fran­ 
chise, 
and when it is understood 
that 'outside parties also desire to 
purchase it, the council cannot fair­ 
ly do otherwise than receive bids. 
It may, of course, transpire that 
there will be no bidders; but this 
would be proof positive that the 
franchise 
is 
desired 
merely 
for 
speculative 
purposes, 
and 
not 
for actual use, and, hence, that it 
should not have been granted. 
No one should be favored with 
the privilege of speculating with a 
capital that belongs to the whole 
people. 


I h e D em ocra'I' does not believe 
that a city councii should have the 
power to order a street paved when 
such improvement is opposed by a 
majoiity of the property owners. 
It is too much power in the hands 
of public officers i-nd might lead 
to coniiscatiori

A Colored Lad Knocked Out for 
All Time. 


NECK BROKEN BY A BLOW. 


Spectators Did Not Know When He 
Went Down That He Had Re­ 
ceived a Fatal Injury .

C in cin n ati, O., Feb. 19 — Benny 
Coleman, a little colored boy , met 
death in the ring of the Manhattan 
A^lhletic club in the first round of 
hiii box ing bout with Wiiliam Wrig ht 
last nig ht. 
While his limp body 
was being ea rned out of the arena 
into 
the 
dressing 
room 
by 
his 
seconds, the 
spectators, none of 
whom suspected the awful truth, 
cheered lustily for the little black 
boy , Wrig ht, who had been prO' 
claimed v ictor ov er him. 
Other bouts were called and de- 
cided and still the audience was not 
aware that what they had witnessed 
in the first set-to was a trag edy . 
It 
became rumored about the arena 
that Coleman was still unconscious, 
and those who had v entured llie 
assertion 
that 
he 
was 
‘‘play ing 
'possum” when he dropped under 
the blow which broke his neck con ­ 
cluded that he must hav e receiv ed 
a pretty v ig orous punch after all. A 
few, and only a few, learned the 
truth, but it was only after the po­ 
lice had stopped the contest between 
J im J ohnson and Al Roberts, the 
principals of the main battle, in the 
fourth round, when the referee de­ 
cided J ohnson the winner, that the 
news of the colored boy 's death was 
heard by all. 
Both Coleman and his adv ersary 
in that fata’ bout are y oung colored 
boy s, inex perienced and 
unscien­ 
tific. 
They hav e probably partici- 
pated in more or less priv ate box ­ 
ing , but neither can be remembered 
as hav ing faced an audience as a 
box er before last nig ht. They were 
only eng ag ed on this occa sion be­ 
cause of the failure of some others 
to appear. 
Their bout was not a d­ 
v ertised, and created no more in­ 
terest when the lads were introduc­ 
ed than the ordinary “ fill in” at an 
ordinary entertainment. They were 
each about 18 or 19 y ears of ag e 
and weig hed probably between 115 
and 118 pounds. They were sec-

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onded by y oung er colored lads as 
little known as themselv es. 
Their battle with g lov es was as 
v ig orous as it was unscientific, and 
as fierce as it was brief. 
At the call 
of time, they met in the center of 
the ring and punched, jabbed and 
swung wildly at one another. 
Each 
landed sev eral times during the first 
minute, 
but Wrig ht was quick to 
crowd his fellow upon the first pre 
monitory sig n of weakness, and in 
another 
minute 
had him pinned 
ag ainst the ropes of 
the ring in 
Wrig ht's own corner. 
There was a cUnch, but Wrig ht 
still crowded, and a swing ing blow 
with the rig ht hand struck the help­ 
less Coleman on the side of 
his 
neck. 
Almost instantly he dropped 
to the floor, limp and almost life 
less. 
The death blow did not appear to 
be an especially v ig orous one and 
not one person in the amphitheater 
suspected the horrible truth. 
Cole­ 
man's ey es were open and rolling , 
althoug h his tong ue was stilled and 
his muscles were all relax ed. Some 
thoug ht that it was only a clev er bit 
of acting in order to esca pe further 
punishment. 
Referee Lally 
appreciated 
that 
the 
boy was “ out,” for, without 
g oing 
throug h 
the 
tormality 
of 
counting the seconds, he g av e his 
decision promptly on the fall, and 
proclaimed Wrig ht the winner. 
It was nearly two hours later that 
the boy died. 
The police hav e arrested J ohn 
Simcoe, the manag er of the Man 
haltan club; Budd Lally , the ref 
eree; Will Rog ers, one of the sec­ 
onds, and are after the others whom 
they hav e not arrested. 
Wm. Wrig ht, who killed Cole­ 
man, 
also went by the name of 
Wm. Rog ers. 
He is the Rog ers 
who is under arrest.
